The distant mountains to the left of the picture, arc those through whicli 
runs the river Kenniare. In the centre of the picture are the lofty dill’s, 
called Magillicuddy’s ricks. Outhesame parallel, to the right, is thepurpio 
mountain. Still farther to the right, at a greater distance, is tlie bay of 
Dingle. The large expanse of water, interspersed with islands, &c. tothe 
righto/ thepicture, is the lower lake. The craggy mountain, to the left, 
near the fore-ground,, is that called the new found land, between which, 
and the promontories called the long range, to the right, runs the river, 
w’hich, from the upper lake, discharges itself into the lower lake. Beyond 
the long range is Glena, partially covered with mi.st; and the mountain 
beyond it, of a purple hue, is that called Tomies. Turk mountain is that 
in the middle distance, distinguished by its green’ish hue. Next to it, to 
the right, still nearerthe fore-ground, is the little Mangerton. The penin- 
■sula oT'Mucruss, which divides the lower lake from Turk lake, is that piece 
of laud broken by little bays, &c. one extremity of which reaches Turk 
mountain, and the other nearly follows the line of the little Alangerton. 
The fore-ground of the picture is part of Mangerton, and the huge rocks in 
the lower part of the picture, are those forming the ravine, which, issuing 
from the punch-bowl, runs down circuitously, and forms a cascade be¬ 
tween Turk and the little Mangerton; from thence, still descending, it 
discharges itself into the middle lake.
